On tie basis of various records, the total personnel strength of a fighter 
reginent and its auxiliary unit is believed to be about 700 persons including 
officers, i,@., the flying unit has about 250 officers and EM, the OATB about 
250 wen and the guard detail anc signel unit about 200 wen. 
The fighter regiment in Neubrandenburg belongs to the fighter division whose 
headcuarters is now located in Fuetnitz. It was located in Peenermende prior 
to mid-November 1951, The information that Neubrandenburg airfield was supvlied 
from Neustrelite may refer only to food supplies. No records are available in 
this resoect. 
The EM wio belong to the fighter re;iment are employed as maintenance personnel 
for the aircraft; however, a few of them serve as office personnel.
